Troy State University at Dothan 
recently received the award for 
Best Planning Document at the 
1989 conference of the Southern 
Association for Institutional Re- 
search (SAIR) and the Society for 
College and University Planning 
(SCUP) held in Durham, North 
Carolina. 


A number of institutions from the 
Southeast, South Central, and 
Southwest regions of the nation 
participated in the conference. 
Participating in the conference 
were such institutions as Wake 
Forest University, The University 
of Alabama, Tulane University, 
Clemson University, Texas A&M 
University, the University of 
Miami, and Grambling State 
University. 


According to Dr. William Findley, 
Associate Director of the Office of 
Institutional Planning and Studies 
at the University of Virginia and 
current Treasurer of SAIR/SCUP, 
TSUD’s planning document was 
the one of approximately 15 entries 
in that category that best met the 
selection committee’s criteria. 
"The planning documents were 
judged on several points: presenta- 
tion of material; completeness; 
statement of goals and objectives; 
and whether it appeared to be com- 
plete for that particular institution.

Dr. Frank Lovrich, TSUD Director 
of Institutional Planning, com- 
mented on the award by saying, "It 
is always gratifying to be recog- 
nized by your peers, and as in our 
case, to selected as having an out- 
standing planning process. One 
major emphasis of Dr. Harrison’s 
has been that this institution would 
plan for its future in a prudent and 
efficient manner." 


According to Dr. Lovrich included 
in the TSUD planning document 
are: evaluations of the University’s 
strengths and weaknesses; prior- 
ities; accomplishments; and 
shortcomings. "Basically we do this 
kind of strategic planning because 
funding is low and we feel that we 
should be serving our constituents 
in a fiscally responsible manner." 


ACHE APPROVES 
BUDGET INCREASE 


The Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education approved the 
unified budget request for the 
state’s public universities and two 
year colleges for the next fiscal 
year. The budget request approved 
by the commission recommends 
that Troy State University at 
Dothan receive a $704,200, or 33% 


increase over current funding level 
raising the University’s yearly state 
appropriation from $2,127,500 to 
$2,831,700. 


Under the recommendation, 
TSUD will begin to receive 71% as 
a percentage of need calculated by 
the Commission in 1989-90, to 
receiving 76% in the next fiscal 
year. Despite the increase, TSUD 
still ranks next to the bottom (15th 
out of 16) among Alabama’s col- 
leges and universities in terms of 
funding based on calculated need. 


Dr. Frank M. Lovrich, Director of 
Institutional Research and Plan- 
ning, says he feels that the improve- 
ment is a step in the right direction. 
However, he added that the 
University still lags behind other 
state institutions in terns of equi- 
table funding. To illustrate his 
point, Dr. Lovrich pointed out that 
four universities in the state are 
currently funded at above 100% of 
their calculated need. 


"All we ask is that TSUD be given 
equitable funding with the other in- 
stitutions in the state. We realize 
there is not a neverending supply of 
funds available for education, but 
the citizens in the Wiregrass 
deserve their fair-share of educa- 
tional dollars." Dr. Lovrich con- 
tinued, "Because of the past 
inadequate state appropriation, 
TSUD has had to rely more heavily 
on tuition and fees than other in- 
stitutions." ‘
